In addition Secretary Reynolds says: 
“We have issued a bulletin to the mem- 
bers of our organization requesting that 
they advise us concerning the use of 
the federal trade acceptance drafts in 
an effort to cut down on the long time 
credits. The following are a few of the 


replies received: 


“We have been using federal trade ac- 
ceptances on all invoices in excess of 
$20 for the past 6 months, and while we 
had some trouble at first in educating 
our customers, we now find that they 


work very well.” 
Another reply Says: 


“Replying to your letter of the 7th 
inst., regarding the use of federal trade 
acceptance drafts, you are advised that 
this proposition has our unqualified ap- 


proval 


“While our credit business on long 
time is not very extensive, yet we can 
see where cutting down the _ credit 
period and approaching as near as pos- 
sible a cash basis will tend to place the 


industry on a firmer financial footing.’ 


In conclusion, Secretary Reynolds 
says: “We teel that this item is one 
of the most important matters con- 
fronting the jobbers today, and it is to 
be regretted that few members of the 
organization have responded to our re- 
quest for their views on the subject 
We are attempting to use our very best 
efforts to enlighten the trade on what 
we feel concerns them most, and unless 
we secure an expression on a matter of 
this kind we cannot hope to bring forth 
the desired results. We sincerely trust 
that every member of the organization 
will give this matter his personal atten- 
tion and advise us without further delay 
what steps they are taking to bring 


about the desired results.”

Simple Oil Geology 


A book entitled “Popular Oil Geol- 
ogy.” by Victor Ziegler, professor of 
geology and mineralogy of the Colo- 
rado School of Mines, has just come 
from the press of John Wiley & Sons, 
Inc., New York. 

Che book traces the rise and develop- 
ment of the petroleum industry, gives 
the composition and properties of oil 
and gas, discusses rocks and their prop- 
erties and oil structures. In a preface 
the author states that the book is an 
attempt to set forth simply the funda- 
mental principles of oil geology, and 
that it is intended for the use of the 
layman and not of the experienced oil 
geologist. 

The language of the kook is as non- 
technical as possible, so as to make the 
volume understandable to the man who 
is interested in the subject of oil geol- 
ogy from a practical standpoint.

HOW THEY WORK 


HE oil enters the meter through
